Dry Majority Reduced 
Officials of the Moderation League, | 
which led the fight for repeal of the 
Temperance act, said, however, that 
the results of the election showed a j 
favorable trend toward Government 
control of liquor distribution.

pointed out th a t in 1919 the drys had 
a m ajority of 407,000 in the voting 
to confinu the Temperance act, where- j
